Large Sums in the Mails—More 
Returns Filed, but Total 
Amotint Shrinks. 


Payments of Federal income taxes in 
the Manhattan district up to midnight 
last night’ fell below the receipts for 
the same period last year by $31,323,912, 
indicating, if the” same ratio prevails 
over the entire cotintry, a-slump of 45 
per. cent. in the total of this year’s levy. 
Setretary Mellon had anticipated a de- 
clineiof less than 37 per cent. 


i The payments up to midnight, the time 


limit for filing returns and making pay- 
ments of at least ‘one-quarter of the 
Federal tax, were $42,153,563 in this dis- 
trict, of which Frank K: Bowers is. the 
Collector of Internal Révénue. This fig- 
ure does not include, however, thousands 
of payments made by mail and post- 
marked before midnight, which are ac · 
cepted by the Collector as within the 
time limit, although some of them may 
not be recetved for several days. +

NEW PERMITS DISAPPOINT 


Salesman Is Held as Forger of 
““Forgery-Proof ”. Liquor 
Withdrawals. 


The Central Brewery, on East. Sixty- 
eighth Street, from First - Avenue. to 
Avenue A, was seized yesterday by Fed- 
eral prohibition agents on a search war- 
rant issued by United States Commis- 
sioner Samuel M. Hitchcock, _ Ralph ‘A. 
Day, Federal Prohibition Director in 
this State, said this was the first brew- 
éry seized in this city under the Vol- 
stead act. It is alleged to be oné of 
the sources of — beer in New 
York, 

Besides - the brewery, the: agents 
confisgated 2,000 cases ‘of beer; or 48,- 
000 bottles, said to contain 4% per cent. 
alcohol, The beer was. stored in the 
Knickerbooker Warehouse pending the 
outcome of the case. Agents said -tha 
brewery plant was worth about half a

ALL OF FORDSBURG TAKEN 


Strikere’ Johannesburg Stronghold, 
~ Trades Hall, Is Surrounded 
-and Escape. Cut Off. 


JOHANNESBURG, March 15 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—The whole of Fordsburg 
has been occupied by Government troops, 
it fs officially announced, and all armed 
resistance has ceased. 6 troops are 
in possession of every important’ bulld- 
ing and their casualties have heen slizht. 

It is officially announced that Govern- 
ment troops have surrounded the strik- 
ers’ Johannesburg ‘stronghold, Trades 
Hall, from which escape is impossible. 

Advices from 'Fordsburg, timed late 

yesterday, reported that Government in- 
fantry was then clearing the streets, fol- 
lowing the capture of the town from the 
rebels. Many prisoners had beer taken 
and the remainder were retiring on the 
Langlaagte River. 

Prior to the bombardment of the town 
leaflets were dropped by airplanes warn- 
ing the women and children, to leave. 
There was_an immediate response, a 
steady. stream of refugees proceeding to 
a special camp outside the zone of -bom- 
bardment. 

Although the houges in Fordsburg had 
betn deserted by the men, only women 
and children being found when the Gov- 
ernment forces éhtered, sniping. at the 
Government troops continued. One of 
the snipers,- apparently a woman, was 
shot, but when the body was recovered 
it was found to be that of a man in 
woman’s clothing. Women carry 
white flags sheltered some of the rebels, 
according to the military reports, while 
groups of children surrounded other 
rebels to facilitate their escape. 

Transvaal Scottish forces took Duns- 
wart on Sunday by a frontal attack with 
the bayonet, but the stretcher-bearers 
were unable to remove the wounded, ow- 
ing to continued firing from the houses, 
until reinforcements arrived in the after- 
noon, the reports state.

WHO IS STRANGLING AUSTRIA? 

It may be that union with Germany 
would hay@ been ‘the best thing for 
Austria; from the. ‘political point of 
view. _Ecohomically, the benefits of 
union aré. not. so evident, and in any 
case union now is out of the question. 
The present issue. is to, try to make 
Austria self-supporting, and a serious 
effort is being made toward that goal 
which is not so remote as some of our 
emotional pessimists seem to think. 
Czechoslovak and British loans have 
been promised, aid from: Italy and 
other countries is ‘in sight. Under 
present conditions this is the only pos- 
sible salvation for Austria, and even 
those who doubt -its practicability 
ought to give it a fair trial. 
Yet the movement has almést_been 
wrecked, may yet be wrecked, by the 
Pan-German Party in Austria—a party 
which has only one-eighth of the seats 
in Parliament, but which seems willing 
to destroy. the whole plan for Austrian 
restoration for the sake ofits own po- 
litical: dogmas; ‘The chief complaint of 
the Pan-Germans is against the Accord 
of Lany between. Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia. That provides for arbitration 
of. -all differences between the two 
States—an item of some importance for 
the peace of the Danube; for a Czecho- 
slovak loan to Austria; which is of the 
first importance for Austrian rehabi:!- 
it isan accord between equals 
on” an equal juridical footing, even 
thotigh one'of’them. is solvent..nd:the 
other 4s.not. “But the Pan-Germans 
have beén arouséd ‘by Article 4, which 
binds each’ State not.to tolerate ‘in its 
territory organizations and agitations 
directed against the security and. in- 
tegrity of the other., This is aimed 
chiefly at the Pan-German organiza- 
tions ‘of ' Vienna, which continually 
work-for the’ detachment of the.Ger- 
man districts 9f Bohemia’ from ‘the 
Czechoslovak Republic. It does not 
prohibit any sort of German-lan- 
guage society, or literary club, or any 
other organization which tries to main- 
tain German cultural ties. with the 
Germans .of Bohemia; its only: object 
is the stopping of political agitation 
for a Bohemian secessionist revolu- 
tion. 

One might think the Pan-Germans 
of Austria would be more coucerned 
with the fate of their own country 
than with the “rescue ’* of German 
Bohemians, whose economic condition 
is considerably. better than that of 
Germans. in either Austria or the 
war | Reich, and who have all the political 
rights of other Czechoslovak . citizens 
together with an unusually extefisive 
“ cultural autonomy.’’ But Pan-Geér- 
man doctrinés come first. with the 
Pan-Germans. Chancellor’ SQHOBER, 
who signed the Lany Accord and who 
has been doing his best to save, Aus- 
tria, was°on the point of resignation 
a day or’two ago, when the British 
representative interfered with the 
warning that the downfall of Scuosrr 
meant that British help would be with- 
héld from a State which apparently 
does not want to be helped. This has 
strengthened ScHoser for the moment, 
but the Pan-Germans apparently are 
keeping up the fight. If they succeed, 
the world ought ‘to know exactly who 
is responsible for “strangling *’ Aus- 
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He. has acted with such. decision in’ 
treating self-seeking demagogues, with 
such eration. and sense of jus- 
tice. fn ‘meeting those who have. the

The exhibition they have arranged is 
superb and is installed with a tact that 
gives every man his due, or a little

The second point is perhaps the 
most important one in connection with 
this special exhibition. - It concerns 
the association of the old with the 
new., Exhibition managers fall as 
easily into a.rut as the. rest of ‘us, 
and their particular foible:is to sepa- 
rate the work of-the quick and the 
dead, showing old masters at one time 
and place and living mastérs at an- 
other, never side by sige in-«happy 
harmony. Yet’ the worder of art is 
that it survives our ‘mortality, and 
those. lucky ‘enotigh to ao great work 
in-a permanent: form have put. on -im- 
mortality before desceriding to the 
grave. Thus it was a beautiful logic 
to show the art of such as WHISTLER 
and DUVENECK ‘and WEIR and 
TwacutTMaN in the same exhibition 
with the art of the living. From both 
che may gain perception of beauty 
and the application of fine craftsman- 
ship to esthetic ends; but it is not 
what we may get-out of it that most 
concerns us.

That 
would make an enormous sum in Rus- 
sian rubles, and, deposited with the Gov- 
ernment, it would finance a lot of 
propaganda if that happened. to be what 
the greater Reds wanted to do with it. 

On the other hand, * the American 
friends, or former friends, of Harwoop 
still are thinking ‘so much about the bail 
they put up for him, only to have it 
promptly, ‘' jumped,’* that they may not 
be very enthusiastic in promoting the 
success of his new. enterprise. The 
stories coming frém Russia are not 
such as to attract our workers, even 
those who have a th ical sympathy 
with the big commun experiment 
which L&NIN and TROTZKY are con- 
ducting.

The 
British. people who have not lived in 
India. do not know- that’a native ruling 
Prince who visits England and dines 
with the King at Buckingham Palace 
is precluded from: entering an English 
club in any of the great Presidencies 
of India. They do not know that the 
larger part of India’s national revenue 
is spent in maintaining military and 
civil establishments whose cost is alto- 
gether disproportionate to the: measure 
and quality of the service they render. 
They do not know that a diversion of

ordinary consideration,

GOMPERS UPHOLDS STRIKERS. 


Declares Operators Seek to Estab- 
lish’ Southern Conditions in North.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Samuel 
Gompers,’ Presidént of the American 
Federation of Labor, who returned to 
Washington ‘today from a trip through 
the textile districts: of New England, 
said the workers engaged in the textile 
strike were: aroused’ as he had never 
seen them aroused. before. 

“There jas « been’ no violence,” he 
said; ‘‘ but only grim, silent determina- 
tion, in spite of the unprovoked” murder 
of an innocent . Portuguese. worker by 
either the polite or hired gunmen.” 

According to Mr. Gompers, the same 
interests which: control thé Southern 
milis\largely ‘control the New England 
mills, and he asgerted they were seeking 
to drag down the) Northern workers to 
the Southern standard. 

‘From my investigation of the situa- 
tion," said Mr,.Gompers, “it would 
seem that the only reason. given by me 
mill owners for attempting to reduce the 
wages and 2engthen the hours of their 
employes.is to place them in the same 
miserable condition as the Southern mill 
hands. . They say that they ot cém-+ 
pete with the Southern mills unless the 
standards of life and work of thousandp 
of New England wege earners are 
dragged down to that level: 

* in New England, at the’ present pos- 
sible "wage of $17 per ‘week; it 1s neces- 
sary thatnot only the father’ but the 
mother go into the mills ‘to support a 
family in.common decency, and the chil- 
dren are in..the mill or neglected, at 
home or on the street. A 20 per cent, 
reduction in’ the possible $17 wage per 
week against which the..workers are 
protesting would take $3:40.out of each 
pay envelope every week, and with % 
would 5° what little pleasure and 
there is in. life, as well as some of $4 
di irect necessities.
